The ordinance must get final ap­ 
proval at the next meeting and 
would take effect 30 days later. 
At that time the council, will con­ 
sider any feasible plan presented, 
including the one proposed by the 
Mayor’s Offstreet Parking Com­ 
mittee, the mayor pointed out. 


TERMS OF ORDINANCE 
Under the ordinance passed last 
night, a petition signed by the 
owners of 35 per cent of the as­ 
sessed valuation of a parking dis­ 
trict is necessary to start the park­ 
ing assessment district. A protest 
by a majority of the assessed val­ 
uation of that parking district 
would stop such district. 
No limit would be placed on the 
amount of assessment that could 
be levied on each property within 
a parking district. The city coun­ 
cil would act as the board of park­ 
ing place commissioners.

Churches Join Effort

L O N D O N (U.PJ — A group of 
churchmen and laymen are en­ 
gaged in quiet but dramatic efforts 
to prove th at life exists after 
death. They have formed them ­ 
selves into “The Churches Fellow­ 
ship for Psychical Study” and are 
conducting experiments, designed

A statement by Hall that the 
county taxpayers would have to 
pay any savings of the public 
utilities caused by the increase in 
the common property 35 per cent 
with no change in utilities, was 
challenged by Supervisor William 
Fusseiman. He maintained that 
the taxpayers would, not feel the 
increased load for another year. 
But Deputy Auditor Frank Ra­ 
ney pointed, out 'that the public 
utilities appraisal plus the com­ 
mon property appraisals would be 
lumped together and the tax rate 
set on that. If the common prop­ 
erty goes up and the utilities do 
not, the taxpayers will, pay more 
and the utilities less. He said that 
on the figures of county tentative 
budget and estimated utilities as­ 
sessment, the tax would have been.

LIFE ON THE DIPLOMATIC OCEAN WAVES 


Tuesday, August 2, 1955 


For 220 Years Our People 
Have Had Right To Know 


Two hundred and twenty years ago Thurs­ 
day, a courageous young printer and a 
brilliant old lawyer together struck one of 
the most historic blows for American free­ 
dom. 
John Peter Zrnger, an immigrant printer 
of the New York Weekly Journal, was thrown 
into jail for daring to print his criticism of 
the high-handed rule of the governor of the 
colonies. To his defense came 38-year-old 
Andrew Hamilton, then a prominent lawyer, 
who traveled from Philadelphia to New York 
to speak for Zenger’s right to print the truth. 
“The question before the court and you 
gentlemen of the jury/’ Hamilton pleaded, 
“is not of small or private concern . . . No, 
it mav, in its consequences, affect every free 
man that lives . . . on the main of America. 
It is the cause of liberty.” 
The jury found Zenger not guilty and a 
free press was born. 
Since that early day, freedom of the press 
has been one of our most cherished and 
most guarded American heritages. Certainly 
no liberty has done more to safeguard our 
way of Hie than the freedom of the press to 
print the truth. 


Yet although we call it freedom of the 
actually it is the right of the people 
to know. The press has no special prerog­ 
ative which makes it different from any 
individual. It has no rights which the people 
do not have. It is merely an instrument by 
which the people exert their God-given right 
to freedom to communicate with each other, 
share knowledge, exchange opinions, and 
learn of events. In asserting press freedom, 
we are merely emphasizing individual free­ 
dom. 
Today, when the foes of democracy are 
sniping at our national foundations from 
within and without, a free press is more 
vital to our security than ever. To it we 
look for protection against foreign dictators 
and against those enemies in our midst who 
seek to destroy our great American unity by 
preaching hate, by trying to turn employer 
against the worker, Christian against Jew, 
native against foreign born. 
The anniversary of Peter Zenger’s legal 
victory is a good time to tededicate ourselves 
to this basic American institution—the free 


Have We Learned A Lesson? 
The month of August has more than usual 
significance, for it marked the beginning of 
one great war and the end of another. 
On August 1, 1914, World War I began. 
On August 14, 1945, World War II came 
to an end. 
In 1914 everyone seemed confident that 
the war would be short. In 1945 everyone 
seemed confident that the peace would be 
long. Neither estimate was right. 
World War I, which would be "over in 
a few months,” dragged out for more than 
four years and dragged Europe to exhaus­ 
tion. The peace which followed V-J Day 
died almost before it was born. 
When the assassination of the Archduke 
Ferdinand touched off the spark of conflict, 
the world little realized the violence of the 
war to come. When the assassination of 
Hiroshima snuffed out the flame of conflict. 


the world little realized the violence of the 
“peace” to come. 
Ten years ago we mistook victory in war 
for the victory in peace. We had ample 
warning that the peace would have to be 
won. But in our eagerness to get the boys 
back home, to get scarce goods back into 
production, and to get back to normal, we 
fele we had nothing to do but to enjoy 
the peace. 
Because we didn’t learn our lesson in 
World War I, we had to fight World War 
II. And because we didn’t fully learn the 
lesson of World Was* II, we have had to 
fight in the Far East. 
But there are indications that the hard 
knocks of "peace” have really sunk in at 
last. If they have, then the prospects of 
an eventual genuine peace are stronger.

Pianist s 'Best' 
Deserved Ovation 
EDitOR, 
Independent- Journal: 
Sour grapes, even in small 
bunches, are hardly things to 
treasure, so I may as well pass 
them on. 
Along with a considerable 
number of local music lovers, I 
am annoyed. Last Sunday, Grant 
Johannesen, one of America’s 
most capable young pianists, 
played a M,usic Chest concert at 
Forest Meadows. You sent one 
Joseph S. Biskind to cover it. 
Furthermore, there are rumors 
abroad that you actually paid 
him for the job. Why? 
Ever since Grant Johannesen 
made his first recordings sev­ 
eral years ago his standing 
among the nation’s concert art­ 
iste has steadily Increased. As a 
technician he is very nearly un­ 
surpassed, and his accuracy is 
downright disgusting to anyone 
who has ever made the smallest 
attempt to play the piano. 
As an interpreter he is per­ 
haps more intellectual than ro­ 
mantic, perhaps more objective 
than reflective, but it is certain 
that nobody could quarrel with 
his unerring musical taste. If his 
playing is sometimes cold it is 
also mercifully free from senti­ 
mental banalities. 
Biskind evidently arrived at 
the concert after the first two 
groups were played and departed 
before the encores since he ig­ 
nored those numbers in his re­ 
view. He missed, in other words, 
a clean and sensitive reading of 
Mozart's C-minor Fantasia and 
two of Mendelssohn’s Songs 
without Words, including a daz­ 
zling performance of the popu­ 
lar Spinning Bong. 
Among the four encores, which 
an enthusiatic audience de­ 
manded, was an unforgettable 
interpretation of Chopin’s Black - 
Key Etude. 
And precisely what cid Bis­ 
kind say about the works he 
chose th analyze? Take the sec­ 
ond paragraph, for instance. 
Isn’t it an excellent idea for any 
musician to be aware of the 
meaning of the composition he 
is attempting to re-create? Bis­ 
kind‘s use of the adjective “in­ 
ner”' is puzzling since it implies 
the existence of some kind of 
“outer” musical meaning. And if 
Chopin and Schumann have any 
'Idiomatic quality” in common, 
it is only that they both wrote 
some very fine romantic music. 
Again in the third paragraph, 
if Schumann’s Forest Scenes did 
not "communicate an impression 
of its own” it would long since 
have passed into' oblivion. But 
the last paragraph contains 
some truly mystifying state-

Up Minds On Fiscal Situation 
SACRAMENTO (CNS) — Al­ 
ready, 'there appears to be .some 
dissension among the ranks of 
the state’s financiers as to the 
estimated 
financial 
situation 
when business closes on the cur­ 
rent fiscal year next June 30. 
Despite the fact that the cur­ 
rent fiscal year has just begun, 
and despite the fact that in­ 
creases in revenues were heavy 
last fiscal year over the previous 
one, a .late report from, .Depart­ 
ment of Finance Director John 
M. Peirce, indicates the state 
will need to tap the “rainy day” 
fund of $75 million for a little 
more than $43 million to get 
through the current year. 


Peirce’s report, however. paint» 
a more 'dismal, picture; The di­ 
rector of finance has it figured, 
out for a $43.075.382 transfer 
from the “rainy day” fund to 
balance the current budget. If 
his estimates work out. the state 
will still have a little reserve 
left at 'the end of the current 
fiscal' year, but not much. 


AUTHORITY TO divert as 
much money as needed out of 
the fund to prevent the state 
from operating in the red during 
the current year, was given by 
the 1955 Legislature in a rider 
to the budget bill. 
Shortly after the close of the 
fiscal year, when the state’s in­ 
come was known, Sen. Ben F. 
Hulse, chairman of. the Senate 
Finance Committee, elected pres­ 
ident pro tem of the Senate just 
before the close of the session, 
pointed out that his earlier esti­ 
mates of revenue had been born 
outHulse' previously had indicated 
that there would be sufficient 
revenue last fiscal year to keep 
the state from operating in the 
red. 


ALTHOUGH Senator Huís» 
said that he expects sales tax 
revenue, which is the primary 
revenue the state has to lean 
upon for its1 general fund, to1 in­ 
crease this year, toe M m re­ 
port indicates it will drop from. 
$492,878,859 to $434,750,000. 
He also expects revenue from 
'bank and corpora Mon taxes* 
horse: racing pari-mutuel revenue, 
the personal income tax and in­ 
terest on investments to take a 
decrease. 
Averaging it out, Peirce expect» 
general fund revenues to decrease 
this fiscal year from $859,094,281 
to $856,848,435.

HE’S A MAN WHO manages 
to stay immensely popular while 
getting done as much as possible 
of what he wants while avoiding 
any personal animosities which 
might get in the way of what he 
wants. 
It’s hard to think of anyone in 
or out of Congress — except per­ 
haps Senator McCarthy (R-WLs)

The Democrats have gotten 
along with him so well that 
Washington observers wonder 
how the Democrats are going to 
have any real issues: in the 1956 
presidential campaign.

The President has carefully 
followed a moderate course.

If since 1953 he had been, ex­ 
treme in his criticism of the 
Russian leadership, It might 
have been impossible for him to 
meet with the Kremlin men in 
Geneva where they established a 
relat r ship which may do the

Talbott To Step Out 
Of Air Force Post 


WASHINGTON (A3)—Harold E. 
Talbott will step out as secretary 
of the Air Force a week from Sat­ 
urday lest his profits from an out­ 
side business interest “embarrass” 
the Eisenhower administration. 
President Eisenhower, promptly 
accepting Talbott’s resignation late 
yesterday, told Talbott, “Your de­ 
cision was the right one." There 
was widespread agreement. 
Some said Talbott had done a 
good Job as secretary. Even one 
Democrat said that. But no one in 
Washington said publicly that Tal­ 
bott shouldn't have quit. 
EXCHANGE LETTERS 
Eisenhower, in an exchange of 
letters made public by the White 
House, praised Talbott’s official 
services as "effectively and loy­ 
ally performed.’* 
Talbott, a 67-year-old Ohioan, 
had come under critical scrutiny 
by the Senate Investigations sub­ 
committee because of an outside 
business connection which returned 
him $132,032 in his 2% years as 
secretary. He had told the senators 
he would give It up. 
Chairman Paul If. Butler of the 
Democratic National Committee 
and some of his fellow party mem­ 
bers had called on Eisenhower to 
fire Talbott, asserting the secre­ 
tary used his official position for 
personal gain. Talbott disputed 
that. 
SILENT ON ETHICS 
Beyond saying Talbott had made 
the right decision, Eisenhower did 
not discuss the ethics of the situa­ 
tion in accepting the resignation. 
Talbott wrote the President that 
he himself was “clear in my mind 
and conscience that my actions 
have been within the bounds of 
ethics.’* 
Talbott left It up to the Presi­ 
dent as to when he should leave. 
Eisenhower set Aug. 13. 
In a letter delivered to Eisen­ 
hower earlier .in. the day by Secre­ 
tary of Defense Wilson, Talbott 
wrote he was resigning “because 
I would not in any circumstances 
wish to be a source of embarrass­ 
ment to' you. or your splendid ad­ 
ministration.” He sent word to 
newsmen he would have no com­ 
ment beyond his letter. 
Pentagon sources said they be­ 
lieved the 'President would take his 
time deciding on a successor. 
These have been mentioned as 
possibilities: Gov. George N. Craig 
of Indiana: Rep. Carl Hinshaw 
(R-Calif); James Douglas, under­ 


secretary of the Air Force; Lee 
White, a New York lawyer and 
former assistant secretary; and 
Fred Crawford, a Cleveland in­ 
dustrialist. 
NOW RESOLVED 
Chairman McClellan (D-Ark) of 
the Senate' Investigations subcom­ 
mittee, In a temperately phrased 
statement after learning of the 
resignation, said that "in my judg­ 
ment, the matter the committee 
had under Inquiry has now been, 
satisfactorily resolved.” 
McClellan said he will check 
“right away” with his fellow sub­ 
committee members the matter of 
writing their report to the Senate 
“which 1 trust in view of these 
developments will be brief and 
unanimous .,** 
The subcommittee had been 
looking into Talbott's conduct in 
seeking business for the New York 
business engineering firm of Paul 
B, Mulligan and Co.*in which he 
held a partnership. Some of the 
firm’s clients hold government 
contracts.

NEW YORK (AV-Doll manufac­ 
turer David Rosensteln has sent 
apologies to President Eisenhower 
for a protest over the President’s 
purchase of Swiss dolls for his 
grandchildren. 
Rosenstein, president of the Na­ 
tional Doll Manufacturers Assn., 
said yesterday the complaint, sent 
\ out under his name, was the work 
; of an overzealous press agent. 
Rosenstein said he had not author­ 
ized the publicity release, and his 
personal feelings are exactly oppo­ 
site to what it .said. 


Operation of three federal hous­ 
ing projects during the 1954-55 fis­ 
cal year netted the Marin. Housing 
Authority $55,104, housing commis­ 
sioners learned yesterday.

learning that the project was to 
be demolished. This led to a de- 
j pleted rental income for the hous- 
! ing authority. 
(First mortgage payment to the 
federal government is $79.555, due 
next July. Housing commissioners 
are hopeful that they will be able | 
to meet the payment through net 
income and sale of excess land.) 
CODDING INTERESTS 
The housing authority also 
learned, yesterday that Codding 
Enterprises, builders of Montgom­ 
ery Village in Santa Rosa, axe in­ 
terested in discussing Marin City 
redevelopment. Representatives of 
the housing authority will meet 
with the developers next week in 
Santa Rosa, 
In. other matters, Commission­ 
ers: 
Filed requests by two churches 
that they be permitted to buy 
lands in Marin City. The First 
Missionai-y Baptist Church, asked 
for one acre, while the Church of 
God requested an undisclosed 
amount of land for a new church 
building. H o u. s I n g Commission 
Chairman W. E. Cole informed the 
churchmen that no land would be 
sold until completion of the master 
plan. 
INSURANCE COSTS 
Learned that for increased lia­ 
bility coverage the housing author­ 
ity is paying an annual premium of 
$3,058, a rise of $725 over last 
year's figure. Coverage limit is 
$500,000. 
Granted to Dr. Granville Coggs 
a reduction in. office rent from $60 
to $30 per month. The reduction 
was approved on a temporary basis 
with the understanding that the 
rent is to' be Increased, as the 
young doctor 'becomes 'better es­ 
tablished. He is new to Mayin City. 
Agreed to accept $250 as settle­ 
ment from Dr. Rafael Dufficy who, 
according to Executive Director 
Bert Klalm, had sub-leased office 
space for a year but moved out 
after six months. Of $376 due for 
the remaining six months, Dr. 
Dufficy agreed to pay $156. How­ 
ever, the government refused to 
recognize the half-year lease and 
set $250 as an agreeable figure. 
The money is to go to the Public 
Housing Administration since the 
debt was incurred before relin­ 
quishment. 
Agreed to an, hourly rate in­ 
crease to $.2.70 for members of the 
International Assn. of Machinists 
after the union notified the au­ 
thority of a new contract. Only one 
Marin. City employee is affected, 
Former rate was $2.50. 
Informed the Tamalpais Valley 
Fire Department Auxiliary that it 
would, have to' process through the 
Family Service Agency a request, 
for space to conduct a rummage 
sale. The sale, the auxiliary said, 
would be for the benefit of the 
people of Marin City. 
Learned that the number of va­ 
cancies in Marin City was 279, 
while Hilarita had nine. Vacancies 
last month, Klahn said, were 283 
in Marin City and apparently j 
were holding fairly constant. 
Learned that Southern Califor­ 
nia Contractor Hal B. Hayes had. 
not replied to the authority in re­ 
gard to their notification that the 
redevelopment contract negotiat­ 
ed in .February was considered, 
cancelled as of March 3, 1955.

Branded As Confiscatory 


A Marin County Farm Bureau 
director yesterday lashed out at 
the Novato Sanitary D i s t r i c t 
which, he said, is guilty of “con­ 
fiscation” in taxing an Ignacio 
farm property at the higher tax 
rate of a subdivision. 
Capt. Charles Clarkson of No­ 
vato, speaking at the .monthly 
meeting oí the Farm Bureau, 
criticized the Sanitary District for 
its action in the case' of Manuel 
Pimental, prominent I g n a c i o 
rancher. Pimental last month pro­ 
tested the inclusion of his ranch 
in the district annexation, of Lo­ 
ma Verde subdivision. His protest 
was overruled by the district which 
tentatively slapped a $53.000 as­ 
sessment on .Pimental*» 108-acre 
ranch. 
CUT IN HALF 
(A later concession cut the as­ 
sessment practically in half. Di­ 
rectors decided to assess only 'the 
front half of the property rather 
than the entire acreage.) 
Clarkson charged that the Sani­ 
tary District has arbitrarily (and 
hypothetically) subdivided th e 
acreage into 7,500-square-foot lots 
and assessed Pimental according­ 
ly. 'The ranch Is probably unsuit­ 
able for subdivision purposes, he 
suggested. 
A more equitable solu t i o n , 
Clarkson suggested, would have 
been to delay assessing the prop­ 
erty a¿ a subdivision until it is 
actually being developed. Mean­ 
while, continue to assess it accord­ 
ing to its current value as grazing 
or agricultural land, he urged. 
“PROGRESS ON RUN” 
Clarkson’s plea for protection 
for the small, ranch property own­ 
er was listened to by Supervisor 
William Gnoss, seated in the 
audience. “You must realize,” 
Gnoss said, “that progress is on 
the run here and we cannot stop 
it.” 
One means of preserving agri­ 
cultural lands for agriculture dur­ 
ing the current subdividing trend 


was discussed by the Bureau’s 
guest of the day, Hubert Fruehauf 
of Napa, director of Region 8 of 
the statewide Farm Bureau Fed­ 
eration, 
Describing the effects of agri­ 
cultural zoning in his home 
county, Fruehauf noted that Napa 
County ranchers are now excepted, 
from conforming to building,( elec­ 
trical and plumbing codes, even 
though their farms might be ad­ 
jacent... to subdivisions. 
HEALTH IMPORTANT 
The zoning ordinance does not 
except the farmer from provisions 
of the sanitary code, Fruehauf 
'pointed out. “We consider "health 
more important than the fanner’s 
rights on his land.” 
But protection from tax increas­ 
es Is not a-feature of the Napa 
zoning ordinance. According to 
Fruehauf, the zoning law lacks a 
provision for protecting farmers 
like Fimenta.1. who are caught up 
in assessment districts. 
A talk on the state’s recently 
passed “Greenbelt” zoning law, 
scheduled for yesterday’s meeting, 
was called off when guest speaker 
Lee Jordan, Marin County deputy 
district attorney, was called to 
Sacramento.

A wasp-watcher such as I have 
recently become could, I realize, be 
adjudged completely mad by the 
casual onlooker. 
Not that I am as devout in my 
watching as a certain pair identi­ 
fied only as Mr. and Mrs. Peckham 
by my instructor, John Crompton, 
in his book that started me on 
this pursuit. 
These studious Peckhams for a 
whole week in scorching summer 
weather lived in a bean patch, 
throwing themselves on the ground 
and scrambling on their hands and 
knees in the desperate effort to 
keep the wasps in view as the in­ 
sects went about their regular 
business of hunting something to 
eat. 
But even the bizarre Peckham 
record was eclipsed by that of the 
daughter of the great French nat­ 
uralist, Henri Fabre, who once 
pursued a wasp specimen until 
sunstroke laid her low. 
My wasps, I am afraid, are only 
social ones, much less exciting ac­ 


cording to Mr. Crompton than 
hunting wasps,. each variety of 
which searches out a different 
kind oí food, i.e., caterpil ars, bees, 
spiders, flies. The hunters, which 
live alone and like it, have more 
individuality 
and 
temperament 
than other insects and, according 
to one authority, “a degree of in­ 
telligence which (with the doubt­ 
ful exception of the higher mam­ 
mals) approaches most nearly the 
human.” 
Mr. Crompton assures me com­ 
fortingly that my wasps, which 
live in colonies, have lovely char­ 
acters, are “loyal, brave, indus­ 
trious and extremely ingenious." 
However, they are a disappoint­ 
ment to me for I keep comparing 
them to their caterpillar-hunting 
cousin who when she gets ready 
to seal up her nest has been seen 
to investigate stones—comparative­ 
ly large stones—feel thm, lift them, 
discard them, and finally come to 
one that, after tests, seems right. 
This stone she lifts in her man­ 


dibles, carries to the nest and uses 
to hammer down the loose soil 
that forms a door to her abode. 
She is the only known user of 
tools except man! 
Before Mr. Crompton introduced 
me to the wonderful world of 
wasp-watching. I used to be a 
wasp-swatter, and had a pretty 
good record, for social wasps, at 
least, swat easily. Since then, how­ 
ever, assured by Mr. C. that they 
don’t particularly like to sting hu­ 
mans, I’ve left them alone in the 
hope they'd do something interest­ 
ing. But they Just amble over sur­ 
faces and butt their heads against 
obstacles, to no profit that I can 
discover. Though they can get Into 
my screened porch, they can’t seem 
to get out. What they want there 
anyway I can’t imagine and they 
evidently don’t know either, though 
they, seem to be in a frenzy until 
they slip in somehow. 
Mr. Crompton, in The Hunting 
Wasp, advises inspection of the 
face of the wasp so as to identify 
individuals. This, for obvious rea­ 
sons, I am definitely against; In 


fact, I’m against wasps, I believe 
I’ll go back to bird-watching. Birds 
at least can’t get inside my porch 
and they fly in the opposite direc­ 
tion when I come close.
